"My attention has just been called 
to a serious error made In .trans- 
mitting the report of the attack made 
on the Westwego, "and other vessels. 
,1 gave the report to the press this 
morning exactly as it was presented 
;to me. stating ttiat two of the steam- 
ers .attacked were sunk-and probably 
loll of the submarines were lost" 


"The cablegram, I now find, stated 
that 'one of the submarines was prob- 
ably lost'" 
Subsequently the navy department 
said that the statement about two 
steamers being sunk was correctly 
transcribed. 
AMERICANS STRIKE 


AT DIVERS

WASHINGTON, Sept 11.—Ameri- 
ca's first blow against the German 
naval forces has been" struck. 


.The news of the naval engagement. 


•which took place off the. coast of 
iFrance, was announced by the Navy 
.Department late this afternoon. De- 
tails of the battle have not been 
received, but enough Is known to show 
that the American forces covered 
themselves with glory. While steam- 
ing off tlie French coast with a tlotilla 
of five other merchant ships, the 
American steamer • Westwego was at- 
tacked by a squadron-of German sub- 
marines. In massed formation. 
The 
first torpedo missed the > Westwego 
and the submarine commanders turned 
their attention to the other ships of 
the American flotilla. 
Two of the 


•American steamers were sunk before 
the United States destroyers convoying 
the flotilla had accounted for all. the 
U-boats. The news of the encounter 
ires forwarded to the American 
embassy, at Paris by the captain of 
the Westwego when she reached a 
French port Immediately the news 
was flashed to Washington by the 
American ambassador. 
DANIELS GIVES FIRST 
NEWS OF BATTLE 


Secretary Daniels personally - an- 


nounced the engagement "at the Navy 
Department late this morning. Some 
anxiety is .felt at the Navy Depart- 
ment for the safety of the armed 
guard of the steamers and the crews 
of thos- sent to the bottom.

GAS SHELLS^GAUSE 
HEAVY TEUTON LOSS 


CANADIAN HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, Sept 11.—The most notablo 
development on this part of the front 
during the last few days is the in-

gas shells by' the 


er-emy in retaliation for the frequent 
projection or gas cylinders into the 
German lines.

The Socialists and the 
common people of Sweden are pro- 
ally in their sympathies. 
Upon the 
other hand, the government .leaders 
and the. present powers are regarded 
as strongly pro-German. 
Should the present situation prove 
tense enough to threaten war. with 
Sweden on the part of the allies. It is 
declared, revolution will precede war 
in Sweden. 
Sweden's population does not want 
war, it is claimed. They fear war as 
meaning ruin of their country. 
SWEDEN ADMITS 
TRANSMITTING NOTES 


STOCKHOLM, Sept. 
U.—Sweden 
admitted today she had acted as in- 
termediary between Germany and Ar- 
gentina, but justified her position on 
the ground that she adopted the same 
course with regard to communications 
between Germany and other neutrals 
and did not know the contents of 
Count Luxburjr's messages.

This optical Illusion la due to the 
rapidity of the camera shutter rela- 
tive to the speed of the moving wheel. 
If the wheel Is rotating at such a 
speed that one complete rotation syn- 
chronizes exactly 
the elapsed 
time between two openings of the 
shutter, the spokes of the wheel will 
be In exactly the same position for 
several successive exposures, and the 


wheel .will appear to stand still. If 
the wheel is rotating at such a speed 
that one complete rotation is slightly 
longer, than the elapsed time between 
two openings of the 
shutfer,. the 


spokes of the Trheel trill each time be 
in positions slightly back of the posi- 
tions occupied at the previous ex- 
posure, and the -wheel will appear to 
be rotating backward.

Extended order drill will give your 


squad its first lesson in the methods of 
advancing against enemy lines actually 
used In present day warfare. Tou will 
first be shown how to deploy as skirmish- 
ers. 
Moving at a run you and the pther 


men will place yourself In one rank, the 
Interval between men being about 15 
Inches, instead of 4 Inches as in close 
order drill. This Is the simplest form of 
deployment, which may be roughly de- 
fined as spreading out a body of troops 
In thin open lines so that they may 
more easily advance even in the lace ol 
enemy fire. 


This means that you become to a 


greater extent an independent unit. When 
pushing forward in skirmish lines you 
must rely In part on your own initiative 
and judgment.- 


USE OF COVER. 
The next step in extended order drill 
is to practice kneeling, lying down and 
advancing at a run. <In the meantime, 
you will be getting practice also in rifle 
loading, and a little later will begin to 
carry your rifle when advancing as a 
skirmisher and to practice loading, aim- 
ing and firing from the skirmish line. 


One of the most important features of 
this part of your training will consist of 
learning to conceal yourself from the 
view of the enemy by taking advantage 
of hillocks, trees, heaps of earth, rocks, 
gullies, ditches, doorways, windows, or 
anv other cover that may be at hand. 
Tour object Is to reach the enemy. The 
more skillful you are In the use of cover 
the smaller the chances of your being 
disabled during the attack. 
But you aro not to remain too long in 


one place, no matter how well you may 
be concealed. Tour value as a soldier 
depends on your ability to advance from 
cover to cover, always selecting before 
you leave one place the position you are 
going to occupy. Learn that "a man run- 
ning rapidly toward an enemy furnishes a 
poor target" Remember also that a man 
lying flat on the ground Is not easily ob- 
served from the enemy'* lines. 
This principle applies also if you are 
ever fired upon while scouting or acting 
independently; drop to the ground and. 
seek cover, and then try to locate the 
enemy. 
These are .some of the main points to 
keep In mind; many others will come up 
during your training. Gradually you will 
become highly skilled In this form of at- 
tack. Not only will your skill Increase 
but also your confidence. Tou will learn 
in time that troops standing on the de- 
fensive behind entrenchments seldom fire 
upon an advancing enemy with steadiness 
and accuracy. The greater determination 
and energy you and-your comrades show 
in the advance, the smaller will be the

It is especially important that 
you should obey at once any directions 
that may be given to you as to resetting 
the sights on your rifle and that the 
rapidity of your firing should be con- 
trolled by the orders of your captain. 


Going a step beyond the extended order 


drill your company and regiment will take 
part in field and combat exercises, in 
which conditions and movements of actual 
warfare are reproduced as closely as pos- 
sible. Here you will put into practice 
everything learned during your previous 
drilling. Tou will practice correct meth- 
ods of attacking and of defending your- 
self both with the rifle and bayonet and 
with other weapons . now in use.

ANOTHER RUSSIAN CRISIS. 


Russia's democratic government has once more 


ken brought to the brink of collapse by the trea- 
sonable revolt of tlie commander-in-duef of the 
military forces, General Korniloff. The latter has 
made a demand upon the Kerensky government to 
turn over to him all civil and military powers with 
a view to setting up a dictatorship with Korniloff 
as generalissimo. Premier Kerensky has issued 
orders for Korniloffs deposition, but whether or 
not'he possesses the power to enforce them and 
bring the rebellious general to punishment remains 
to be seen. 


Petrograd is being put into a state,of siege and 


the danger of a fatal civil war is more serious than 
at any time since the original revolution. Perhaps 
the most discouraging sign connected with the 
latest counterplot is the fact that former Premierl 
Lvoff has appeared in the role of a messenger of 
the Korniloff faction. It is not clear from the 
cable despatches that this signifies that he has 
lined up in opposition to the Kerensky government, 
bnt if he has he will deprive the present regime of 
jperhaps vital support. 


Prince Lvoff was one of the most powerful lead- 


iers of the democratic forces under the reign of the 
- Czar and as one of ,the organizers and leaders of 


the Zemstvos Unions was perhaps the most potent 
-lorce oi me revolution against tne Uzar. Mis de- 
fection from the present coalition government and 
participation in movements for the division of the 
people of Russia into opposing forces would be an 
overwhelming force of eviMo the cause of democ- 
racy. 


*The latest Russian crisis does not promise any 


further discouragements to the allies on account 
of -the military situation. So far as Russia is con- 
cerned that is already as bad as it can be. Indeed, 
there are sound reasons for concluding that the 
further ^eastward the German front is advanced 
the better it will be for the allied armies \ it will 
require more of the transportation facilities and 
energies of the Central powers to maintain it. 


But it is exceedingly discouraging to the well- 


wishers of the Russian people and their aspira- 
tions to set up a solid and permanent form of self 
government. 
Apparently much time must be 


wasted and precious effort expended in overcom- 
ing German intrigue and sedition before success 
can be assured.

ADDITIONAL JUSTIFICATION. 


National lading has been stirred by the bombing 


of an American hospital on the French coast and 
the wanton killing of four American soldiers. 
German frlghtfulness is thus brought home in a 
way heretofore experienced only by our Allies, yet 
which has been anticipated by many thoughtful 
Americans. A mother in Kansas City, a German- 
born father in New York, and parents at Streator, 
Illinois, have been heard from. Their sons were 
among the inmates of the hospital that was 
bombed by German airplanes, and who were in- 
humanly killed. 


It is to be seen how the people of this country 


will be aroused when a wholesale example of 
frightfulness comes to pass. Such a spirit as is 
shown in the bombardment of this hospital, which 
cannot possibly be attributed to an error, is that 
of a government indifferent to the dictates of hu- 
manity, and which cannot be treated with. Presi- 
dent Wilson's note is further justified by this act, 
and the American people _ win «tiffen in their 
abhorrence of such frighffulness, and in their 
determination to crush the sedition at home that 
applauds and encourages it as well as the power 
that perpetrates it

Rube Benton, the New York Giants' 
large southpaw, will protiably have the 
high honor of pitching the first game in 
the world's series.

That Is the winning and losing 
dope, which, of course, depends largely 
upon the kind of a team .a" pitcher has 
behind him. These three have. a .team

The "slacker colony," as the fed- 
eral detectives call the party found 
on the ship, -was overhauled ninety 
mjles south of Ensenada, which Is 
Mexican territory. 
Clever work on the part of navy 
officials Is responsible for this capture 
of men who have reposed In what they 
fancied was perfect security from the 
draft in a foreign country. 
Ensenada, a quaint Mexican village, 
palled on the men, most of wbom had 
been there sine* about the first of 
June, and a party took passage °O the 
American gasoline schooner Anvil for 
Mazatlan and other mainland points.

won for Oakland. 


Keith was the man generally cred- 


ited with having been responsible for 
bringing Albers Bros, to Oakland. As 
harbor manager he was constantly on 
the 
lookout for

assist in the development of the city, 
and was directly responsible for the 
promise of the Luckenbach Steamship 
Company, an Inter-ocean transporta- 
tion and freight concern, to make 
Oakland a port of call. 


It was this promise on the part 


of the Luckenbach people which was 
used by Oakland In its plea to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to 
be included in the half-dozen deep 
water ports of the Pacific states en- 
titled to preferential freight rates.
